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REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 



Habribbubg, Pa., January, 1912. 
To Vie Committee on Lunacy of the Board of Public Charities, 
State of Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen: In compliance with requirements of law, 
the Board of Trustees of the Pennsylvania State Lunatic 
Hospital submit their report of the operations of the institution 
for the year ending September 30, 1911. 

The number of patients at this time is 1,401. This includes 
115 who are out on parole, and is an increase for the year of 84, 
the greatest number we have ever been called upon to care for, 
and this constant yearly increase is, as we have often stated 
in the past, a continuing cause for anxiety to the officers of the 
hospital. 

The health of the inmates and the freedom from epidemic 
and serious accidents during the year is a source of great thank- 
fulness and speaks well for the watchfulness and care of 
our physicians and attendants, whose duties are all the more 
onerous on account of the overcrowded wards and our large 
population. 

In an institution so extended as this the daily routine of 
work and responsibility is never-ending, but in connection 
with it there has been much done in building, repairing and 
in adding to the beauty of the grounds, which, taken together, 
has made a busy year for all concerned. 

The legislature of 1911 appropriated the sum of $40,941.65 
for various objects, chief of which was the item of $35,000 for 
Chapel and Assembly Hall, which was $20,000 less than we 
had requested, but which, with economy in construction, we 
think can be properly used for the purpose. 
(5) 
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Our reports for many years will show you how greatly 
we have desired this very important building, and accordingly 
we welcome the appropriation for it with the greatest 
pleasure. 

We have been compelled to resort to all kinds of devices 
to accommodate our people in giving religious instructions, in 
their entertainments and harmless amusements, but no build- 
ing or room could be used without the greatest inconvenience 
and labor for these purposes, and we look forward, when this 
hall is completed, to giving them many happy and instructive 
hours within its walls. 

Contrary to general opinion, very little medicine is used or 
needed in a hospital like this, and the tonic most required is 
just what this new building will give — diversion, amusement 
and enjoyment; and for this reason we have been so insistent 
in our endeavors to acquire it. 

It will be erected on the site of the temporary buildings, 
which were put up some years since by direction of the legis- 
lature and at the request of your honorable body, for the pur- 
pose of temporarily accommodating the surplus population, 
which we were otherwise unable to take care of. These, having 
served their purpose, will be demolished. 

The filter beds for the disposal of sewage have been in 
operation for quite a while and are doing excellent work. 
Our reports show the removal of over 90 per cent of 
bacteria. 

The sun parlor has been delayed in construction for various 
unforeseen reasons, but it is now almost finished, and will be 
useful and ornamental as well. 

The usual amount of repairs have been made throughout 
the year. The buildings and grounds are all in excellent con- 
dition, and each succeeding year adds to the attractive appear- 
ance of the institution. 

The hospital has been in constant operation for more than 
sixty years, and during that long period of time has had but 
three superintendents, a rather remarkable history. 

Our present superintendent, Dr. H. L. Orth, has just rounded 
out twenty years of service, and the changes which have 
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occurred during his busy terms are most interestingly given in 
his report to the Board of Trustees, which is made part of our 
printed report, and to which we would ask your careful 
attention. 

He has served the State and this, his institution, with 
honor and with great credit, and his efforts in ameliorating 
the condition of the poor unfortunates committed to Ms 
care have been crowned with the greatest success. It is due 
Mm that this Board make the following acknowledgment, 
which was unanimously ordered to be entered upon the 
minutes : 

■ "Dr. H. L. Orth, our Superintendent, has completed twenty years of 
service in this Hospital. 

"In 1891, while enjoying one of the largest and most lucrative practices 
in this part of the State, influenced by his great desire to alleviate the 
sufferings of the mentally unfortunate, and believing this could best be 
accomplished by devoting his entire tune and energy to the upbuilding 
of an institution embodying his progressive ideas, he was persuaded, by 
the unanimous request of the Board of Trustees, to accept, at great per- 
sonal sacrifices, an appointment to his present office. 

"As a member of the Board of Trustees, prior to his selection as Super- 
intendent, he was thoroughly in touch with the Institution and knew how 
necessary it was that the plant be entirely rebuilt. 

"In conjunction with many of our present Board, together with our 
President, he worked out a comprehensive plan for the entire reconstruc- 
tion of the Hospital along modern, safe, and sanitary lines, with the knowl- 
edge that many years would be required to secure its final development. 

"After a struggle, the legislature was impressed with his purpose, and 
an appropriation sufficient to begin the wort was granted. 

"Progressive results secured further appropriations and at the same 
time attracted the attention of the whole State to the successful efforts 
of an efficient administration. 

"After a score of years of service, untiring study, patience and energy, 
his great idea is nearly consummated and the reward of his labor is the 
public acknowledgment of having organized and constructed the model 
institution of its kind in Pennsylvania. 

"Alienist, physician, humanitarian, architect, builder, disciplinarian, 
and host, he is to be congratulated upon his achievements, and it is a com- 
pliment to this Board that the soundness of its judgment in his initial 
appointment is vindicated, and it congratulates itself that the Pennsyl- 
vania State Lunatic Hospital is to have Dr. Orth's services for another 
ten years." 
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The staff of physicians, and in fact all in authority con- 
nected with the hospital, have been faithful in every respect 
and have worked iu harmony and to them our thanks are given.

YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1911

Gentlemen: In compliance with the provisions of the by- 
laws, I herewith submit a detailed report of the operations of 
the hospital for the year ending September 30, 1911,with tabu- 
lated statement of patients treated during the year, and of the 
condition of the hospital.

On October 1, 1910, there were under our charge 1,317 
patients, including 66 on parole; the admissions were 207, and 
the total number under treatment were 1,524; 123 of this 
number were discharged, leaving under our care 1,401, or a 
gain of 84 during the year; of this number 115 are on parole. 
(9) 
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The duly average was 1,259. At the beginning of the year 
66 were on parole; this number has been increased to 115, and 
we are given partial relief. In all cases wherever the dis- 
order has so far improved that the patients will not be "dan- 
gerous to themselves or others," paroles for sixty days are 
granted; and if that improvement has become permanent at 
the expiration of their parole, a discharge is asked for from 
the Court. In some instances, where the tendencies of the 
patients are not dangerous, and where they are susceptible of 
control by friends and will not be allowed to become a nuisance 
in the community, they are permitted to visit their relatives 
for the same period; this, of course, with the concurrence of 
the Courts of the various counties of our district. 

Five patients were sent here as lunatics; three from Dauphin, 
one from York, and one from Schuylkill county; they were 
not insane, and should not have been committed here. They 
were suffering from excessive use (temporary in character) of 
alcohol or morphine. As soon as they recovered from its 
effect, it was discovered that they were not insane, and they 
were discharged. Ample provision is made for the control of 
this class of patients under the "Habit Act" of 1907, and 
their commitment here imposes an additional burden on our 
dangerously overcrowded quarters. 

Ten fractures in women and eight in men occurred during 
the year. All made good recoveries, except in one old, feeble 
woman, who succumbed to the shock of a fractured hip-joint. 
Seven resulted from falls on the floor, one from falling down 
stairs, another from striking a fellow patient, and one was caused 
by a frenzied patient rushing against the wall of his ward. 
We have providentially been free from serious accidents due 
to violence, and there has not been any gross abuse of patients 
by attendants, except in two instances, viz, a fractured rib 
and a broken jaw, where the explanations of the cause of the 
injuries were so unsatisfactory that the attendants were dis- 
missed from service. 

As the buildings under construction are being finished, and 
as the outside workmen leave our grounds, the patients have 
been given greater freedom. A baseball diamond has been 
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laid out, and games by nines composed of patients and the 
attendants are played twice weekly. To create a mild rivalry, 
one section of the house contends with another section, and 
greater interest is aroused among the patients. About two 
hundred enjoy the games, which can be seen from nearby 
windows. The croquet grounds on the men's side of the bouse 
are again in use. On the women's side, much of their future 
recreation grounds is not graded. As some compensation, semi- 
weekly lawn concerts are furnished by our auxetophone, which 
plays all varieties of music and dialects, and is a source of 
constant enjoyment. 

During the year, we were much indebted to the Ministerial 
Association of Harrisburg, which has supplied us (with one or 
two exceptions) with church services every Sunday. Piano 
recitals by a tel-electric attachment to our pianos are given 
several times weekly, and afford a certain amount of pleasure. 

On Christmas our usual services were held. Our President 
and Secretary assisted us, and helped entertain our people. 
Music was furnished by our own choir and a string band. 
Oranges, cakes and candies were distributed. The ninth ward 
for women was decorated with spruce trimmings, flags and 
electric lights, and presented a pleasing appearance. 

Within a few days, twenty years of service will have been 
given to the hospital. But three of your number on duty in 
1891, viz, Messrs. Gilbert, Small and Alricks, now remain on 
your Board. Of the employees with the hospital at that date, 
but six remain. 

All of the old buildings have been demolished, and a new 
hospital, built on modern methods with buildings but two 
stories in height has risen, fully equipped with all modem 
appliances for the treatment of disease. Dysentery and typhoid 
fever have been eradicated. We have a bacteriological laboratory 
supplied with latest appliances, a sand niter that habitually re- 
moves 99+ per cent of the bacterial life from ourwater-supply, 
and a sewage filter with an efficiency of 93 per cent, whose 
effluent is delivered into the Harrisburg Intercepting Sewer, thus 
protecting the Susquehanna from pollution by our 350,000 gal- 
lons daily discharge of sewage. One hundred and thirty (130) 
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acres of land have been added to our farm; a large silo has been 
erected; a new pig-pen has been built; an electric-light plant 
of 250 K. W. capacity has taken the place of gas; new boilers 
of 1,070 H. P. capacity have been installed; the exhaust system 
of heating has been introduced with satisfactory results. Our 
cow-stable& have been renovated, the floor covered with con- 
crete, and additional windows inserted into the walls, in the 
endeavor so to modify the construction of the ground-floor 
of a bank-barn that we may give partial protection to our cows 
from that dread disease, tuberculosis, for which the State Live- 
stock Sanitary Board condemned eleven of our cows, but for 
which we received five hundred ninety-seven dollars and sixty- 
one cents ($597.61) from the Department of Agriculture and 
from the butcher to whom we sold the carcasses, after inspec- 
tion of their dead bodies by a U. S. Inspector. 

Our cows are now tested yearly with tuberculin. At the 
last test, in March, 1911, eleven of the cows reacted, as above 
noted. We are much indebted to the State Livestock Sanitary 
Board for a supply of tuberculin, for advice and assistance 
in destroying our diseased cattle, and in securing new cows 
free from disease. 

Our patients have increased in numbers from 803 in 1891, 
to 1,286 in 1911, about 64 per cent; our officers and employees 
from 156 to 247, about 58 per cent, — viz, attendants from 70 
to 120, other employees from 70 to 118. In 1891, 11 patients were 
cared for by each attendant; in 1911, 10J patients. At the same 
time our annual expenditures for officers and employees rose 
from $45,899, or $59.65 per capita, to $90,644, or $71.95 per 
capita, an increase of but 21 per cent, while our whole per 
capita cost was increased 25 per cent, — viz, expenditures in 
1891, $139,995.52; in 1911, $267,274.90. With our increased 
acreage of arable land from 143 acres in 1891 to 273 acres in 
1911, our farm and garden yielded products worth $42,044.54, 
as compared to $12,957.99 in 1891. 

While not making any reflection upon our present Board 
of Trustees, who have so carefully directed and supervised 
my efforts during the administration of the affairs of the 
hospital, my great regret is that the Trustees of 1891 are not 
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with us to see the culmination of the plans adopted by them 
with such broad intelligence in 1893, the completion of which 
has so added to the comforts of the patients and the efficiency 
of the hospital. 

Work on our various buildings was continuous during the 
year. Our inability to make an early start on our concrete 
foundations for the Sun Parlor somewhat retarded the progress 
of the work, and the foundation walls were not turned over to 
the structural iron workers until November 12. They began 
work on the 17th, and rapidly completed the erection of the 
iron. The building is now nearing completion. The copper- 
smith will finish the roof and mouldings within thirty days, 
and we should have full use of it, except the Dispensary, by the 
close of the year. 

In the meanwhile, the old Dispensary, with its fittings, was 
transferred to our temporary quarters, and this building and 
the old kitchen were demolished, and all the foundations of the 
buildings erected in 1849 and '50 were removed, and the cellars 
filled in with earth and prepared for grading and turfing in the 
coming year. 

During this time approaches were built to the Nurses' Home, 
the excavations for which impinged upon the filled ground 
about the foundation walls of the Infirmary Building, erected 
in 1899, which disintegrated and washed away during a severe 
rainstorm and endangered the foundation walls of said build- 
ing, and we were compelled to use large quantities of earth to 
protect the bank from further washouts, and consequently 
the walls of said building. Our internal thoroughfare, com- 
pulsorily vacated by the completion of our group of buildings 
designed in 1893, required readjusting, especially about the 
Nurses' Home, built in a ravine, and much filling was required; 
10,000 to 12,000 cu. yds. of earth were moved, much of it by 
the assistance of our patients, who are willing workers. 

Our Sewage Filtration Plant for the care of four hundred 
thousand (400,000) gallons of daily sewage was completed 
the latter part of August, was at once placed in service, and is 
now removing 92+ per cent of bacterial life. 

The foundations of the Nurses' Home are finished. It re- 
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quired 2,600 (more or less) yards of concrete for their erection. 
We expected to finish them about the middle of May, but the 
slow opening of spring prevented an early start. On the 31st 
day of May they were still unfinished. As our appropriation 
lapsed at that time, unless contracts were signed for the expen- 
diture of any moneys in the Treasury chargeable to the appro- 
priation, we were compelled to make contracts for the com- 
pletion of the work; this entailed delay and increased cost of 
construction. Work was not resumed for some weeks, and 
the concreting was not finished until September 21. Most of 
the wooden forms are removed, and, if the weather permits, 
the walls can be used by the contractor; though it will be to 
the advantage of the superstructure if they are permitted to 
harden for at least thirty days. The advent of cold weather in 
that time will hardly justify the erection of the brick-work, 
so it is probable the construction will not begin until early 
spring. 

At the last meeting of the Legislature we asked for the 
following amounts:

For Sun-Parlor and Workshops 15,000.00

The Committee on Lunacy, on account of the great demand 
for money, revised our requests and recommended as follows: 

For Assembly Hall $40,000.00 

For purchase of land 15,000.00 

For payment of debt incurred for tile work, etc 941.65 

For Bun-parlor and workshops 15,000.00 

$70,941.65 
It was again revised by the Appropriation Committee and 
finally we secured: 

For Assembly Hall $35,000.00 

For completion of sun-parlor 5,000.00 

For payment of debt incurred for tile work, etc 941.65 

$40,941.65 
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Fortunately fire-proof construction was not specified, and 
we may be able to complete the building for that amount. 

During the year, the tiling in the lavatory on the first floor 
of the tenth ward was renewed. It had been in constant use for 
twenty-three years, and was much broken. The cushion under- 
neath was saturated and filthy. It was renewed with decided 
improvement to the air of the ward. 

The walls of the fifth and sixth wards for convalescent men, 
that had been in use for six years, were painted and woodwork 
re-dressed. 

In September, the Medical Society of the State met in 
Harrisburg. They were invited to luncheon, and subseqently 
inspected our buildings and inmates. One hundred twenty- 
six (126) visitors were present. Fortunately the weather was 
pleasant, and we were able to show them the great changes 
that have been made in the last fifteen years. 

With the exception of Dr. Mitchell, who was with us for 
several weeks during the vacation months, the officers of the 
hospital continue as last year. How efficient their service has 
been our records will show, but they fail to show their untiring 
devotion to work, and the constant anxiety incident to their 
duties. 

My demands upon the Trustees and upon the time of the 
Executive Committee, and especially our President, have been 
quite onerous, and I can but thank you for your great consid- 
eration and kindness in assisting me in the arduous duties of 
the year.

M. E. T. — Manic depressive psychosis. Female, white, divorced, American, 
aged 64 years; admitted December 28, 1888; died October 8, 1910, 
found dead in bed at 6.20 p. u. Post-mortem October 9, 1910, 

lit 10.15 A. M. 

Pathological finding*. — Pericardium greatly distended, contains 200 
c.c. of blood and four (4) large blood dots. Anterior wall of left ventricle 
contains a rupture three-fourths (]) inch in length, four (4) inches from 
apex, and two and one-half (2J> inches from ventricular septum. Heart 
muscles show fatty infiltration. Pleura studded with tubercles, out surfaces 
show passive congestion, and tubercles. 

Cause of death. — Rupture of left ventricle of heart. 

J, N. — Paranoid condition. Male, white, German, laborer and school 

teacher, married, aged 74 yean; admitted March 25, 1891; died 

February 21, 1911, 4.50 p. m. Post-mortem February 22, 1911, 

9.45 A. H. 

Pathological findings. — Right lung adherent to chest walls over entire 

surface, by numerous old adhesions. Pleura studded with tubercles, cut 

surfaces contain tubercles. Left lung: pleura, and cut surfaces contain 

tubercles. 

Cause of death. — Pulmonary tuberculosis. 

J. C. P. — Paranoid condition. Male, white, married, American, coal 
miner, aged 57 years, admitted May 15, 1901; died June 17, 1911, 
6.30 a. h. Post-mortem June 19, 1911, 9.30 a. u. 
Pathological findings. — Lungs showed marked anthracosis and numer- 
ous adhesions apex of each lung. Right lung congested; apex solid with 
tubercles, and upper lobe contains numerous large tubercles. Left lung 
congested; apex and upper half of upper lobe is solid; contains numerous 
large tubercles. Abdominal cavity contains 2,200 c.c. of yellowish fluid; 
which contains pus, fibrin, and fecal matter. Intestines red, rough, and 
lusterlees. Marked atrophy of the stomach, walls greatly thickened. The 
duodenum contains a rupture on anterior surface, one (1) inch from the 
pyloric valve, one-eighth (i) inch in diameter, punched out in appearance, 
edges indurated, and smooth. Inner surface of same contains a catrix one- 
half (J) inch in diameter surrounding the opening; one-half ( j) inch below 
this, on inferior surface is a catrix one (1) inch in diameter, the remains 
of an ulcer. 

Cause of death. — General peritonitis following the rupture of an old 
duodenal ulcer. 
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D. C. — Manic depressive psychosis. Female, white, single, American, 

aged 7JS (?) yeara; admitted January 4, 1894; died September 21, 

1911, 4.50 a. if. Post-mortem September 21, 1911, 10.30 a. m. 

Pathological findings. — Marked jaundice of all tissues. Both lungs 

adherent to chest walls by numerous adhesions; lower lobe of left lung 

congested. Liver adherent to adjacent organs by old adhesions; marked 

fatty infiltration, with numerous areas of fat necrosis. Gall-bladder greatly 

distended, walls thickened, and contained three hundred and twenty (320) 

gall stones. A stone three-fourths (J) inch in diameter was lodged in the 

cystic duct. 

Cause of death. — Cholelithiasis.

INSTRUCTIONS 



For the admission of patients to this Hospital, three methods are 
provided by law: 

1. By an order of the Court. 

2. By an order of the Directors of the Poor of the county or Overseers 
of the township in which the lunatic resides. 

3. By an order from friends of the lunatic. 

When a patient is committed by friends or poor authorities, the cer- 
tificates of two physicians, duly certified by judge or magistrate, according 
to Form 3, must accompany the patient. 

4. A history should be furnished by the friends and medical attendants 
of every patient upon his admission, as per Form 4. 

The charges for medical care and treatment and clothing, etc., of public 
patients are one dollar and seventy-five cents per week, payable at the end 
of every quarter, the quarters corresponding with the fiscal year of the 
state, and end with the months of February, Hay, August and November. 
The rate for private patients is five dollars per week, to be paid at admis- 
sion for thirteen weeks, and at the beginning of every quarter thereafter. 

5. Hale patients should be provided with two suits of clothing, two or 
three suits of underwear, a pair of slippers, a pair of boots or shoes and an 
overcoat. 

6. Female patients should have two sets of comfortable underclothing, 
two dresses for every-day wear, a pair of shoes, slippers, and a bonnet 
and shawl or coat. 

7. Packages for patients sent by express must be prepaid and addressed 
to them in care of the Superintendent of the Hospital. 

8. Letters are not written at stated times, but only in answer to in- 
quiries, or at the occurrence of serious illness.

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9. Visitors are admitted to the Hospital only on Wednesday and Satur- 
day, from 2 to £ f. 11. 

10. lite proper papers should be legibly prepared and signed before 
the patient is brought to the Hospital. Blanks for the purpose can be 
obtained at the Hospital through letter or otherwise, or from the Trustees.
